Yuen Po Sum 


In September of I960 the "Im Chang Silc 
Story" came to a happy conclusion. After spend¬ 
ing two years at the Sung Ae Wong Orphanage 
in Seoul, Korea, Im Chang Silc and his younger 
brother were claimed by an aunt who is able to 
provide both with a home, and with love and 
affection. 

The balance of Im Chang Sik's funds were 
immediately transferred to a little Hong Kong boy, 
Yuen Po Sum. Unlike his predecessor, Yuen Po Sum 
lives with his parents and four brothers. Unfortun¬ 
ately, the financial plight of this family is critical. 
Their home is a dilapitated ten-foot-square wooden 
shack built on the roof top of an old tenement 
building. Both parents work, but the combined in¬ 
come is a meager $26.00 (in Canadian currency) 
per month. 

Our support payment of $180.00 per year 
provides Yuen Po Sum with food, clothing, specific 
medical care, welfare service, and the opportunity 
to attend school.
